She Is being cared for 
at her home in Long Beach and is said 
to be recovering. The funeral of .Mrs.

Church, Prof, and Mrs. Hart attending. 

.Mrs. Katherine Pierce \Vheat of Los 
Angeles, who was among tho.«e injured, 
is a sister of Prof. K. T. Pierce of 
Sierra -Mailre and at one time resided 
here. She Is prominent in club work 
in L(ps Angeles. 

.Motorman Dowle, who has the night 
run on the Sierra Madre line, lost his 
mother, .Mrs. (leorge Dowle of Pasa- 
d<'na. and his father was badly injured.

I Hip- enforcement of the eradication of 
rrd s]piii(r than did last season; how- 
ev.r. there i.s one serious rea.s..n why 
we sh.piild not make the enfpprcement 
of destr.p.ving red sjpider compulsory 
this s.asipn. 

, .Many gr.pwers have been severely 
Injur.-d b> the .severe freeze of Feb¬ 
ruary last, and we find that many of 
, them are unable to meet the expense 
j this y.-ar. This is a condition that we 
j niust take into consideration, and we 
[ feel that we Sh.puld niPt be unreason¬ 
ably e.xacting in the enforcement of 
the H.prticultural law. Our idea is. to 
enforce the law in the sections where 
the trees have imt been injured badly, 
and are now badly infested with the 
red spider. 

Should any part of this plan meet 
with your apjproval, I would deem it 
a fav.pr to hear from you. Will you 
kindly express yipurself upon this mat¬ 
ter befp-re the time comes to compel 
the owners to take steps to eradicate

The Red Sluder tTetranyclius myti- 
luspidesi spoken of in .Mr Wood's let¬ 
ter. is very prevalent this Spring, and 
will soon be doing considerable dam¬ 
age to the citrus trees unless checked, 
anil methods of contri>I is urged at this 
lime—uii "ounce of iirevention, etc." 

Flower of Sulphur dusted through 
the trees when the foliage is damp is 
very effective in controlling the pest. 
Commercial Lime-Sulphur solution, is 
now readily obtainable, and if used at 
the right time is more effective, but 
this must be sprayed on and in the 
trees: there are two or three kinds on 
the market. 

The County Horticultural Commis- 
.sion will be glad to give advice on the 
subject, and you have only to make 
inquirit's of .any of the local insjiectors 
or of the Commission and they are al¬ 
ways ready to give you the best they 
have.

Then there is 
more water in the streams and wild 
fippwers are in the fullness of their 
pl.piy tiy till' first of .Iiiiie, .Ail vepeta- 
liipii is fri'sli and there Is less dust. Do 
ii'pI he afraid (pf the rains which may 
lie expected. We were at tirst inclined 
t(P liewail our luck in having a rainy 
day. lint when tlie sun poured through 
and illuminated a spiPt here and there, 
spiinetimes just one of the foaming 
white waterfalls, it was a sight worth 
wiilinp for. .\s the clpluds broke up 
aiul (loated here and there tliey merely 
servp'il tip accentuate the beauty of the 
VLSI as. Tile rain increased the volume 
of the streams and fails very notlcea- 
hly, and tiny cataracts tiecame bricliy 
visllple as wliite streamers over the 
face of cliffs wlilcli had lieen entirely 
dry the da.v liefore. It merely adds va- 
rip'ty to tlie wonderful things to be 
si'PM and makes one Iping to rem.ain 
and see the valley under still more 
varied conditions.
